CANBERRA, June 10.— 
The war in the southwest

Curtin’s statement, issued short- 
ly after a strategy conference 
with Gen, Douglas MacArthur, 
marked a complete change in his 
attitude from one of pessimism to 
one of undisguised optimism. For 
the past year, he has warned 
periodically that Australia was in 
grave danger so long as the Allies 
devoted their greater energies 
toward the Eurepean war.

Harms Nations 


Must Abolish 
_ Unemployment 
Says Beveridge 


TORONTO, June 10.—(CP)— 
Mass unemployment over pro- 
longed intervals is harmful, Sir 
William Beveridge, author of the 
report on social insurance and 
Allied services known es the 
Beveridge report, said last night 
in an address to the 72nd annual 
meeting of the Canadien Manu-. 
-facturers Associatian, 

“This kind of unemployment 
cannot be dealt with by payment 
of unemployment insurance — it 
must be abolished,” he said. 

“There are three sides to social 
security for the individual after the 
war. First, after the victory and 
after the war there must be a last- 
ing peace and no fear of war. 
Second, there must be maintenance 
of employment and not unemploy- 
ment and, third, there must be 
assurance of income when men 
cannot work. 


TWO POST-WAR PERIODS 

“This is like a three-legged stool, 
which if any leg is missing will fall 
to the ground. Even if one has 
peace and assurance of income but 
has no chance for employment, he 
has not security.”

Flying Officer George Beurling 
of Verdun, Que., escaped injury 
when forced to bail out of a flam- 
ing Spitfire during a practice 
flight, it was disclosed today. 
Beurling, Canada’s leading ate 
war with 29 planes destroy- 
flying for the training com- 
mand when he had to leave his 
plane. 

His parachute tore when he was 
some 700 feet above a grainfield, 
but he landed uninjured. 


Beurling, who last month receiv- 
ed four decorations at a Bucking- 
ham Palace investiture, recently 
returned to Britain from Canada 
where he spent the winter. 

He established the major part 
of his great record over Malte 
where he destroyed 26 planes to 
add to the three he got over 
Britain, 

He went to Canada last fall to 
recuperate from a foot injury suf- 
fered when shot down in the de- 
fence of Malta.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

“A terrific explosion occurred, 
jarring our aircraft at 12,000 feet al- 
titude,” the communique continued.

Committee 0.K’s 
Anti-Strike Bill 


WASHINGTON, June 10,— (AP) 
—The anti-strike bill was approved 
by a Senate-House conference com- 
mittee last night. 

Aimed particularly at the coal 
wage dispute, the revised measure 
authorizes the government to seize 
strike-bound mines or plants, out- 
laws strikes in these facilities and 
superimposes a 30-day “cooling-off” 
period before walkouts could be 
called in privately-operated war in- 
dustries. ‘ 

Penalties ranging from civil dam- 
age suits to a year's imprisonment 
and $5,000 fine, could be imposed 
on those who fail to carry out the 
proposed law's regulations in labor 
disputes or who instigate or con- 
spire with others to aid a strike in 
a@ government-operated plant. 

The bill will go to the House of

They estimated 100 to 150 
more were hurt more or less seri- 
ously but went to private physici- 
ans instead of emergency hospital 
to evade police questioning. 

Bookings at Central jail totalled

without charge until the tension 
eased.

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Farmers Debts 


SASKATOON, June 10—(CP)— 

A protest against “unfair” state- 
ments on the farm debt problem 
by creditor interests and “disap- 
pointment” at the attitude of the 
department of farm management, 
University of Saskatchewan was 
expressed by the board of direct- 
ors of the United Farmers of Can- 
ada, Saskatchewan section, here 
this week. 

Members severely criticized 
“anti-debt legislation propaganda” 
which they said was being publish- 
ed and distributed by creditor in- 
terests to show thal economic con- 
ditions on the farms had been 
greatly improved. 
DISAPPOINTMENT 

Disappointment was voiced over 
statements of Prof. E. C. Hope, 
head of the University's department 
of farm management at the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Political 
Science Association recently to the 
effect that, “the relative position 
of Agriculture has never been so 
bad as current use of income data 
would lead one to believe.” 

Exception was taken to Doctor 
Hope's statement that farm com- 
modity prices had reached parity 
but there still was a “vocal minor- 
ity who clamored for parity prices.” 

“Dr. Hope's arguments indicate 
that in general the farmers’ fin- 
ancial position is greatly improv- 
ed,” said Frank Eliason, U.F.C. sec- 
retary, “yet he admits that grain, 
which is the main basis for the en- 
tire economic structure in Sas- 
katchewan is 34 per cent below par- 
ity, and owing-to quota restrictions 
is not saleable.” 


PUBLICIZE “THE TRUTH” 

The U.F.C. board “demands” that 
the voice of the Western Farm 
Debt Conference, which was respon- 
sible for drafting and submitting to 
the Federal government proposed 
new debt legislation, be heard in 
protest,’ that western members of 
parliament be advised on the mat- 
ter, and that the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Agriculture prepare and 
publicize “the truth” about agricul- 
tural conditions in the western! 
provinces for the enlightment of 
people in Eastern Canada. 

It was feared that the people of 
the east were being led to believe 
that the farm debt problem was 
approaching a satisfactory solution 


in the west when “the opposite is 
the case.” 


Ships May Carry 
Only U.K. Wheat 


OTTAWA, June 10—(CP)—As a 


temporary measure, Canadian ships 
have been restricted by the Can- 
adian Shippihg Board to carriage of 
wheat for British government ac- 
cgunt until the immediate require- 
ments have been filled, a shipping 
board spokesman said yesterday. 

He added that it is anticipated 
the order will be lifted shortly. 

The order had the effect of ban- 
ning movement of feed grains to the 
United States in Canadian vessels. 
Considerable quantities of the Brit- 
ish wheat move through United 
States ports. 

(In Chicago yesterday, reports 
that the shipping board had pro- 
hibited use of ships for transport- 
ing any grain except wheat into the 
United States brought good de- 
mand in the oats pit and all con- 
tracts rose to new seasonal highs.)

It would help to speed up service on the 
atreet railway, and perhaps also to prevent 
accidents, if tickets were sold in stores and 
not on the cars.

An Island Fortress 


Pantelleria has wrested from Malta the 
unenviable distinction of being the chief 
island target located in the Mediter- 
ranean. That 5 by 9 miles patch of vol- 
eanic rock has been strafed by planes and 
@helled by warships with a sustained in- 
tensity altogether out of proportion to its 
intrinsic value. For the reason of course 
that it lies about midway between Sicily 
and Tunisia, in the channel through which 
Allied convoys must pass to and from the 
eastern Mediterranean—which waterway 
must also be crossed by Allied forces bound 
for Sicily or Italy. 

The island has been transformed into a 
45 square mile stronghold, with powerful 
guns covering the channel and airfields for 
Axis planes. The latter, by the way, Mus- 
solini must have written off as a waste of 
money since his planes deserted the place 
long ago for their own safety. But its 
powerful batteries and its good harbor 
make the island too much of a menace to 
Allied shipping to be by-passed, and it will 
accordingly be cleared of the enemy. 

The clearing operation is not likely to 
be long delayed. Rome announces that the 
island garrison was summoned to sur- 
render on Tuesday, and refused. Allied 
troops may therefore land any day and 
make Pantelleria the Attu of the Mediter- 
ranean. .

The Financial Editor of the Toronto 
Globe and Mail writes that while the 
Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement Act was 
in force in Ontario it proved a hardship 
to farmers “who, for one reason or an- 
other, had sold or wanted to sell their 
farms. Before this law they could sell at 
@ modest advance and depend on principal 
and interest payments to finance their re- 
tirement. Too often they found themselves 
cut off from principal and interest, un- 
able to get back their farms and obliged to 
accept cuts in principal and interest even 
when they offered to buy back for what 
they were paid, or more. It was a serious 
dlow to the saleability of Ontario farms, 
and farmers themselves demanded an end 
to this legislation. It is only a matter of 
time, I should think, when this will happen 
in Western Canada.” 

That the Act tends to discourage the 
sale and purchase of farms on the instal- 
ment plan is inevitable. But, in the West 
at least, for one framer who wants to sell 
out a thousand want to stay on their land; 
and so large a per centage had become 
swamped with exceas debts at impossible 
interest rates that even the Bennett Gov- 
ernment foresaw wholesale evictions, and 
growing relief lines in the cities. The Ar- 

t Act was accordingly passed to 
“keep farmers on their land”. 

It has done that in many thousands of 
eases. That the creditors have suffered 
anything in consequence’ is improbable. 
They were prevented taking over land 
which they could in the prevailing condi- 
tions have neither farmed nor sold. Nor 
are western conditions yet near enough 
to normal to make repeal of the Act pos- 
sible without inviting the evil it was passed 
to forestall. Ontario may or may not be 
content to be rid of the Act. It is still 
meeded in the West, and likely to be for a 
long time.

The war was supposed to be 
about over, and the time come to divide the 
loot. In Italy and in Germany that 
speech will be recalled with peculiar keen- 
ness wherever Mr. Churchill's language is 
allowed to reach. 


For the Churchill speech differs from 
the Mussolini speech in that it is based on 
facts and not built of dreams, The Allics 
have the armies, fleets and air power to 
back up the plans they have laid. The peo- 
ple in the enemy countries are aware of 
this, for the bombing raids cannot be cen- 
sored and Stalingrad and Tunisia can be 
heither denied nor explained away. Nor 
can they be ignorant that while their own 
strength is taxed to the limit, that of the 
Allies is growing. Goebbels and Gayda 
may rail at Churchill. They cannot ob- 
Scure such patent facts. 

Britain's Prime Minister has never 
painted the war picture in too rosy colors. 
In the black days he*spoke only of “toil, 
tears and sweat”. He has never posed as 
a prophet, never hesitated to announce a 
disaster, never exaggerated a success. For 
that reason his words now must carry con- 
viction, alike to friend and foe. To both 
his message is that at last “we are prepar- 
ed to win this war by hard fighting, and 
if necessary by pe? fighting alone.” 


Ramirez says that “for the present” 
Argentina will remain neutral. Still, that 
may not imply there is to be no change in 
the country's foreign policy. It depends on 
what Ramirez means by “neutral.” The 
Allies are likely to wait and see. They can 
get along without Argentina better than 
Argentina can get slong without trade. 


The Japancse apparently were not the 
only ones who prepared for a monsoon 
season offensive in China. The Chinese 
forces and their American air allies show 
no intention of halting their counter- 
attack, and the Japs no prospect of stop- 
ping it. The enemy troops have shown 
however that the “do or die” tradition does 
not prevent them retreating when that is 
good for their health. Their run for the 
down river bases may not have been 
orderly but it was fast.

To Settle Own Political 
Problems

were this not so. No other French 


leader has stood firm from the 
beginning for the deliverance of 
France; none other has had the 
opportunity to reach the people 
for three full years. 

Had he failed to establish a pop- 
ular following, it would have been 
sad proof of the degeneration in 
defeat of the French nation. 

General de Gaulle has the ad- 
vantage of having been right be- 
fore the war, during the war, and 
after the war. He has drawn the 
political consequences of military 
observations. These facts give his 
person authority. 

That he is a stubborn and ob- 
stinate man; that he is not sur: 
rounded altogether with the wisest 
advisers; that the Free French 
movement is shot through with 
dissension—these are also facts. 
Yet, as far as personal characteris- 
tics are concerned, General de 
Gaulle is not unique in their pos- 
session. Mr. Churchill and Mr. 
Roosevelt are also stubborn and 
obstinate men, and not everyone 
agrees that they have the best pos- 
sible advisers. All men of stature 
have the faults of their virtues. 
Joan of Arc was an excessively 
unpleasant and stiff-necked girl, 
heartily disliked by the diplomat- 
ists of her days. 


Political 


There were undoubtedly good 
military reasons for the original 
procedure in North Africa, There 
are also good political reasons for 
recognizing the fact that General 
de Gaulle is the political leader 
of France. 

There is a great deal of con- 
fused thinking about the question 
of unity—as though the creation of 
a committee representing diverse 
viewpoints creates unity. The only 
function of such a committee can 
be to facilitate transition to what 
must, of its nature, be established. 
A nation that has suffered a dis- 
astrous defeat only becomes uni- 
fied around a trusted leader and a 
clear set of ideas. 

There is no choice to be made 
between the purity and integrity 
of Giraud and de Gaulle. No one 


can accuse Giraud that he spent 
the years when de Gaulle was 
mobilizing France, in_ prison, 
escape from which made him also 
a national hero. 

Yet it is also true, that however 
advised, General Giraud made un- 
fortunate choices, unfortunate from 
the standpoint of principle. 

General de Gaulle may have 
some incompetent advisers, but he 
has no advisers who flirted with 
Fascism. It is beside the point to 
say that M. Peyrouton is an able 
administrator. So, for that matter 
is Mussolini. This is not a war in 
behalf of good administrators, but 
in behalf of freedom, 

M. Peyrouton is intelligent 
enough to see the popular trend. 
In asking to be relieved of his post 
and assigned to the armed forces, 
he has done his country his first 
political service. That resignation 
is a real step on the way to unity. 


Power Limits 


The lesson we have to draw 
from the situation in North Africa 
is primary. It is to know the 
limits of our power. 


It is an open secret that Giraud 
and not de Gaulle was the Ameri- 
can choice, and that Peyrouton 
was brought to Africa with full 
American consent. 

Yet not all the prestige of the 
United States government, and of 
our arms could determine French 
choice of political leadership. 

And this ought to restore, . not 
shake our confidence in nations 
and peoples. A free people do not 
put their trust in leaders who are 
primarily dependent on foreign 


aid. They wish leaders who sym-+ 


bolize their own sovereignty. The 
fact that Giraud was so obviously 
favored militated against him, in 
all probability, with the people of 
France. 

There were times when de 
Gaulle was too obviously favored 
by Britain—and that militated 
against him, too. The people of 
France have lived three years 
under foreign rule or a puppet 
government, supported against all 
comers by the Axis. They are tired 
of foreign rule and puppet govern- 
ments. They want our friendship, 
our alliance, our support, and their 
own political freedom. And they 
will inevitaply follow a man who 
represents, unequivocally, these 
three things. 


Liberators 

The lesson to be learned from 
this is that wherever our armies 
enter a country, they must enter 
as liberators or conquerors, con- 
fining themselves to strictly mili- 
tary affairs. Political action must 
be allowed to develop, and we 
must not forget that we have come 
to extinguish Nazisim and Fascism. 

If this column is correctly in- 
formed regarding procedures de- 
signed for many countries, includ- 
ing Germany and Italy, it would 
be well to revise them in the light 
of the experience in North Africa. 
All foreign rule and puppet gov- 
ernments, as the Nazi experience 
has taught us, can only be main- 
tained by force, which inevitably 
turns the peoples against it.

The poll was taken among GOP 
county chairmen, Republican mem- 
bers of State legislatures and dele- 
gates to the 1940 convention, chief- 
ly in key northern states. 

Two questions were asked: 

First—Who would make the best 
available candidate for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination in 
1944? 


Thirty-six per cent. answered: 
“Willkie.” He ran far ahead of 
other choices, including Governor 
‘om Dewey of New York, who got 
the second highest number of votes. 

Second question was—Who 
among the available Republican 
candidate would make the best 
President, from the standpoint of 
ability? 

Willkie again led the field with 
35 per cent of the votes. Ex-Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover was second in 
this balloting; Tom Dewey, third, 
and Governor Bricker, the man 
generally conceded to have the 
edge on other candidates, hobbled 
in fourth. . ; 

One significant phase of Winston 
Churchill's conversations here has 
just leaked out, He volunteered 
some valuable advice on the make- 
up ef the U.S. delegation to the 
peace conference. 

Talking to a closed-door session 
of the Senate’and House foreign 
relations committees, he was re- 
minded that if Weodrow Wilson 
had given more thought to the 
make-up of the U.S. delegation, his 
efforts to enroll the United States 
in a League of Nations might not 
have been such a failure. 

Churchill at first tactfully si 'e- 
stepped comment, explaining he 
didn't want to stick his nose in 
American affairs. However, he fin- 
ally observed with a grin that he 
knew a little about politics himself 
and probably could offer one sug- 
gestion, 

“What is it?” chorused several of 
the politicians. 

“Appoint a delegation that is 
strictly bi-partisan,” Churchill re- 


plied, “half Democrat and half .Re- 
publican.” 

If the President named such a 
commission of outstanding leaders 
of both parties, the Prime Minister 
added, his chances of winning Con- 
gressional approval of a treaty 
among the Allied powers would be 
greatly enhanced. 

The idea evoked some smiles, but 
was generally applauded as a prac- 


tical suggestion. 


Farley and Mrs. R. 


Very few people know it, but 
back in 1940 just after the Demo- 
cratic convention in Chicago nom- 
inated FDR for a 3rd term, Mrs. 
Roosevelt had a friendly talk with 
Jim Farley to try to make peace 
between Jim and her husband. That 
talk, strange as it may seem, has 
had some interesting repercussions 
on an important congressional situ- 
ation—the Congressman Cox inves- 
tigation of the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission. 


Mrs. Roosevelt had always thought 
a great deal of Jim Farley, and he 
had respect for her. Their talk 
appeared to make some progress. 
One of the things Jim requested 
of Mrs. Roosevelt as a part of the 
reconciliation plan wag that her 
son Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., join 
the law firm of his old friend Eu- 
gene L. Garey. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, anxious to please 
Farley, agreed. So young Franklin 
joined the Garey law firm. This 
was a real concession, because 
Garey had represented the big Wall 
Street enemies of young Franklin's 
father, and the son of the President 
in any law firm means real busi- 
| ness. 


Friend of Viereck’s 


Furthermore, Garey's partner, 
Raoul Desvernine, was a Liberty 
League opponent of the President's 
and had other interesting connec- 
tions. He also knew George Syl- 
vester Viereck, at one time con- 
victed as a Nazi agent, and now up 
for a secend trial on June 18. 

Viereck was engaged in publish- 


ing various anti-British, pro-Nazi 
books through a publishing house 
run by Sigfried Hauck, and Hauck 
later informed the Justice Depart- 
ment that he had seen one of Des- 
vernine’s manuscripts ‘War Is Bad 
Business,” in Viereck’s apartment. 
Viereck apparently was considering 
it for publication. 

Desvernine, when subsequently 
queried about this by the Justice 
Department, did not deny that one 
of his speeches had been at Vier- 
eck's apartment, but said he knew 
the Nazi agent only slightly. He 
said Mrs. Desvernine had met the 
Vierecks on a boat returning from 
Europe in 1938, and had been to his 
house on one or two occasions. 
Sacrificed 

Into this isolationist, anti-Roose- 
velt, Wall Street law firm, young 
Franklin Roosevelt was thrown as 
a sacrificial lamb—all for the sake 
of Jim Farley. 

But after one month, Jim began 
knifing the president again and it 
became apparent that the agree- 
ment with Mrs. Roosevelt was off.

This appointment came 
after the Federal Communications 
Commission recommended criminal 
prosecution of Cox on a charge of 
accepting a 82,500 lobbying fee. 

At present, bitterly anti-Roose- 
velt Garey and bitterly anti-FFC 
Cox are investigating the agency 
which had the temerity to move 
against Cox and which still retains 
some semblance of Roosevelt lib- 
eralism.

Labor and management are going 
along placidly, with no strikes for 
ten years in most industries, and 
with labor accepting the formula of 
adjustment that gives ‘it only half 
of the increase in the cost-of-living 
index.

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Parliament Prattlers

OTTAWA—Parliament has be- 
come perceptibly introspective, if 
one judges by the private conversa- 
tion of private members, on the sub- 
ject of wasting time. The House is 
suffering from a twinge of consci- 
ence over the bumbling manner in 
which it performs its functions. It 
has an attack of a rambling disease, 
of which the symbols are Jean 
Francois Pouliot, the tireless talker 
of Temiscouata, and Thomas Lang- 
ton Church, the all-Canadian au- 
thority on all things. 

The House of Commons suffers 
from nothing so much as the lack 
of a prolonged attack of laryngits 
for Messrs. Pouliot and Church 
They are the Jong-distance cham- 
pions in verbiage. Strangely, nei- 
ther represents any considerabie 
body of Canadian opinion, though 
it is a fact that each gets elected 
regularly, Pouliot from the lower 
St. Lawrence and Church from To- 
ronto, Each has a reputation as 
being an eminently good fellow 
But in Parliament each is a minor- 
ity of one, his basic views being 
remote from the main currents of 
Canadian politcs.

In 80 days of this session of Par- 
liament, which takes the record 
down to June 2, Pouliot has made 
what may be listed as 26 major 
appearances in the record of the 
House. This includes five speeches 
in the debate on the speech from 
the throne, speeches on fuel, the 
budget, the royal mint, supply, the 
munitons and supply department, 
the mutual aid bill, and activtes in 
committees on war appropriations 
and other matters. He has asked 
19 questions, asked for four returns 
and made a dozen minor apparanccs 
in Hansard. He is, as anyone can 
see, busy as a bee. 

No one with a realistic sense of 
French Canada would mistake Pou- 
liot for the vioce of Quebec. In- 
deed, the true and modern expres- 
sion of Quebec in parliament comes 
from young men like Armand Clou- 
tier, Paul Cote, Dr. Gaspard Fau- 
teux, Maurice Gingues, Joseph 
Jean, Dr. Rodolphe Leduc, Phil- 
lippe Picard and others. They rare- 
ly get into the headlines, and the 
average Canadian may think of 
Pouliot, Raymond and Cardin as 
the typical products of Quebec. 
They are the old school that is 
passing away. 

Church bas an interesting record, 
as former mayor of Toronto and 
veteran parliamentarian. In 80 days 
of this session, he has made 21 
major appearance on Hansard, 
asked 22 questions, asked for 22 re- 
turns, and made 18 other appear- 
ances. He, toe, speaks on most sub- 
jects. Some Torontonians, once 
they become acquainted with the 
Ottawa scene, agree that Toronto 
is unfortunate in the members it 
elects to parliament.

He will rise on 
a point of privilege at the drop of 
a hat, his conduct often giving the 
lie to his earnest devotion to the 


privileges of members. The good: 


causes he sponsors often suffer 
from his attentions. 

Pouliot has some felicity in tell- 
ing phrases and mordant humor. 
The other day he rose to denounce 
the government for failing to 
translate into French @ rubber 
controller's order regulating the 
manufacture of contraceptives! 
There is no reason ‘to doubt an 
estimate made by the Ottawa 
Journal, that Pouliot has con- 
sumed twelve times the space in 
Hansard available to the average 
member. The highlight of his re- 
cent verbiage is his vendetta 
against Hon. J. L. Ralston.

“Third Man Plays High” 
It is always in presenting the enemy with two alternative 
modes of action, either one of which is highly disadvantage- 


ous to him, either one of which will expose him to the pos 
sibility of decided defeat, that right strategy consists. 


This is the operation called .; 


“turning the enemy before battle,” 
end due to the warfare of limited 
objectives which we have pur- 
sued so disastrously so far, it 
has not yet been employed. But 
it is in the employment of such a 
strategy that our only chance of 
victory consists. 

The operation is not ordinarily 
to be performed with success dur- 
ing the initial stages of conflict be 
tween two great powers, when the 
opposing armies are still sparring 
for position and before either has 
committed himself to a definite 
line of action. On the other hand, 
conditions would be ideal for the 
employment of such a strategy if 
the enemy, having once under- 
taken a definite line of action or 
campaign, has been forced to over- 
extend himself. In any case, the 
turning movement before battle 
will always, if employed correctly 
presuppose that the enemy has 
done something or committed him- 
self elsewhere. 

With this short preliminary dis- 
cussion to guide us, if we turn to 
the Europeon theatre, it should be 
apparent that Hitler has committed 
himself many times over in the 
Polish, Norwegian, French and 
Balkan campaigns: Also it should 
begin to be apparent that no 
adequate attempt was ever made 
to take advantage of these moves. 

It is very true that, considering 
the over-all inadequacies of the 
Allies’ armanent, particularly as 
regards air power, as compared 
with that of the enemy, it would 
have been impossible for the 
formér to launch an offensive at 
every flank the Germans exposed 
or to strike at every joint in Hit- 
ler's armor. But though they were 


junable to strike everywhere, they 
| might still have struck with telling 
effect. somewhere and even if the 
| blow thus struck had failed to 
achieve an immediate victory, it 
| might still have contributed to a 
decisive victory if it had been 
launched with the correct concept 
of strategy in mind—that is to say, 
if it had been launched at the Ger- 
|man communications, and had 
effected that fatal disturbance of 
the enemy's equilibrium which all 
right strategy must seek. 

That this has not been done by 
any nation except Russia in the 
present war is due to the unwill- 
ingness of the nations concerned 
to take a major risk involving 
serious losses of territory to the 
encmy. The Allies have tried to 
hold everything, to defend every- 
thing, and, worst of all, each has 
tried to defend his own in com- 
plete disregard of the principles 
governing coalition warfare. 


STRATEGY LIKE BRIDGE 

It is still not too late to learn a 
valuable lesson from what the 
Poles might have done to Hitler's 


plan of conquest in 1939 if they had 
permitted a deep invasion of 
Poland while holding out a mass 
of manoeuvre to rupture the Ger- 
man lines of communications as 
soon as Hitler stuck his strategic 
neck out. 

Would they have been defeated 
had they done this? Of course they 
would have been defeated. So was 
Wellington defeated at the Serra 
de Bussaco before he drew Mas- 
sena on the lines of Torres Vedras, 
which was destined to prepare the 
way for the defeat of Napoleon in

Spain, and the breaking of his 
power in Europe. 

In strategy as in bridge, “third 
man. plays high.” That is to say, 
one always risks losing e card 
which might or might not take a 
trick in order to do one’s bit to- 
wards winning the game. And it 
is impossible to overestimate the 
importance of this principle in 
the coalition warfare we are now 
waging for the largest stakes that 
man ever risked since the Great 
Game began. 

The exact and calculable tactical 
values (troops, arms, fire power, air 
power), no matter what they add 
up to, do not always give us a grand 
total of victory. We sometimes 
hold aces that die on us, or we are 
forced to discard them without tak- 
ing a trick, as the British did at 
Singapore where 70,000 surrendered 
to 40,000. And the reason why we 
have done this in the past, and are 
apparently determined to keep on 
doing it in the future, is due to the 
fact that we are continually think- 
ing tactically—that is, in terms of 
immediate tangible calculable gains 
which seems to involve little risk— 
rather than strategically—in terms 
of ultimate and temporarily incal- 
culable and unlimited gains which 
appear to involve a tremendous 
risk. 

Always the calculable, never the 
realization that this enemy can also 
calculate and plan; that he also has 
tactical means at his disposal, and 
that he is slowly and remorselessly 
leading us by the brass ring in our 
Prussianized tactical noses to the 


time when he will be able to out- 
in 
planés and tanks and guns—yes, 
and ships too—and when an army 
tac- 


build us and outproduce us 


of ten million men, if used 
tically rather than used strategic- 


ally, will still be too little and too 


late to defeat him. 


LOST OPPORTUNITIES 

I have spoken above of taking 
advantage of the fact that the Axis 
from the very beginning has seized 
the initiative, and this may seem 
strange to many military experts 
who are hypnotized by the word 
“{nitiative’ and fall flat on their 
faces before the word “surprise” 
The reason being that they are al- 
ways thinking about tactical initia- 
tive and tactical surprise, and have 
completely lost sight of the tre- 
mendous strategic disadvantage a 
general is under who rushes into 
a campaign merely to seek the 
initiative or merely to effect sur- 
prise, or merely, as our good old 
honest (but mistaken) Nathan Bed- 
ford Forrest said, “to git thar fust- 
est with the mostest men.” 

There never was a time, from 
Hitler's advance into the Rhineland 
in 1936 to his advance into Russia 
in 1941, when he wasn’t wide-open 
strategically speaking and when he 
couldn't have been folded up in 
short order by any general who 
knew his trade. 

“In the reoccupation of the Rhine- 
land, his military power was still 
a kitten and the merest gesture, a 
flick of the French wrist, towards 
the upper Rhine would have tum- 
bled him. And the same thing is 
true of his occupation of Czecho- 
Slovakia in 1938, when he would 
have perished 
strategists had beaten within the 
bosoms of the French and British 
leaders. 

In 1939, he is stronger, but still 
wide-open, in his mad rush at 
Poland; in 1940, in Norway and 
Denmark and Holland he is strong- 
er still; but his flank is still ex- 
posed. The French, Belgian and 
British armies were still intact, still 
in the strategic drivers’ seat if they 
had only known it. 


WHAT MIGHT 
HAVE HAPPENED 

And then that fateful May of 
1940, with his right flank and rear 
uncovered, he made ready the 
bludgeon with which he was going 
to give France the final death blow. 
But here once more was an oppor- 
tunity, perhaps the greatest in his- 
tory, for the strategic coup de grace 
(instead of the tactica] huddje end 
grope). 

We all know what happened, with 
the French, British and Belgian 
armies operating eccentrically, 
egch on its own, in blind conform- 
ance to a plan whose objective was 
as unreal and illusory as the hippo- |. 
griff. But do we know what might 
have happened if some conception 
of sound strategy had been enter- 
tained by the Allied leaders? Have 
we ever considered what a Caesar, 
a Napoleon, a Foch, would have 
done against an enemy whose fool- 
hardy over-extension had laid him 
wide-open to a counter-thrust 
against his flank?

Italian People 
Weary of War 
On Anniversary

BERNE, June 10.—(AP)—The 

Italian people, facing the fourth 
year of a war they entered with 
the idea of arriving just in time 
to divide the spoils, are weary 
today and sick in the way Mus- 
solini once diagnosed as “African 
malady.” 

On June 10, 1940, Il Duce, in a 
balcony speech, told roaring thou- 
sands that he had declared war on 
France and Great Britain. 

Italy's enthusiasm then seemed 
not misplaced. France was on the 
verge of collapse. Britdin was em- 
barking her battered army from 
Dunkirk. 


DIFFERENT TODAY 

Today is different. The extent of 
the Italian malady not only mea- 
sures the loss of Africa but the fact 
that Italian industry ports and rail- 
roads have been pounded by Allied 
bombers; that Italy and her remain- 
ing islands are menaced by inva- 
sion. 

Total war now faces Italy, said 
the Zurich Weltwoche, 
that ‘this might achieve 
unity among the people than Mus- 
solini’s regime ever hed be- 
fore.” 

Despite mounting inflation, the 
government recently decreed num- 
erous benefits for the workers— 
pay increases, insurance, old age 
assistance and increased invalid 
pensions but opposition has not 
been eliminated, Some of its poss- 
ible leaders have been driven 
underground but appointment of 
Carlo Scorza as party secretary was 
Sreeted on the walls of Rome by 
scrawled reminders that he was the 
leader of a terrorist group that 
fatally mauled a member of the 
last pre-Facist cabinet in street 
fighting in 1924. 


NO SIGN OF COLLAPSE 

The Royal House of Savoy is in 
the best condition to effect some 
change which would open the way 
for a peace movement but up to 
now it has given no indication that 
it is not in accord with Fascism. 

Neutral correspondents in Rome 
reported that while the strain of 
war nerves should not be under- 
estimated, there are as yet no signs 
of collapse or widespread popular 
disturbances.

BOSTON, Mass, June 10--The 
Christian Science Board of Direc- 
tors tedey placed “prayer” at the 
top of the list of defensive and 
offensive weapons that free-think- 
ing peoples are counting upon to 
win the global wer against op- 
Pression and suppression. 

In a statement to the annual 
meeting of The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scien. 
tist, in Boston, Massachusetts, tie 
directors first emphasized the word 
“prayer,” then followed with the 
term “miracle of deliverance” which 
is to be accepted, they said, as the 
logical answer to righteous prayer 

Thus, deliverance from the hand 
of the oppressor was seen by the 
directors to be no miracle at all, 
but rather a simple witnessing to 
the fact that power springs from 
the prayer of understanding 

“A praying people can iever 
suffer defeat,” summarized the 
directors’ remarks to several thou- 
sand Christian Scientists assem- 
bled in The Mother Church 

Reports heard from the broad 
field of Christian Science activitics 
indicated that demands for spiritual 
enlightenment were as universal 
as ever, only growing more and 
more pronounced under the stress 
of world conditions, 


UNUSUAL DEMAND 

From the armed services and 
along the home front, the reports 
revealed unusual demands for 
church literature, Ringing upon an

Government Has 
No Power Alter 
Holiday Period 


The Alberta government has no 
power to alter the school holiday 
period, it was learned Thursday. 
The holiday period this year ex- 
tends from June 30 to Oct. 11 by 
an Act of the 1943 session of the 
legislature. 

Any change in holiday times 
would involve calling a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to deal with 
the matter, if it was to be done be- 
fore the next regular session, of- 
ficials state. 

Newspaper reports from Calgary 
quote a resolution passed at a coun- 
cil. meeting in that city, as express- 
ing “emphatic disapproval of the 
recent amendment extending the 
holiday,” and “notifying the school 
board of council backing for any 
attempt made to have the schools 


_| open Sept. 1.” 


The extension of the holiday 
season was made by the Legislative 
Assembly, and there is no power 
vested in officials, or the executive 
council, to change the provisions 
of the act. 

Another snag in changing the 
holidays so that certain schools 
could open if desired, would be that 
no authority exists to pay the school 
grant for the period that the schools 
were open, over and above the per- 
iod stated in the act. 

The change was made in the act 
by the government, after consider- 
ation and advice had been given by 
the consultative committee on agri- 
cultural services, and other bodies 
interested in the schools——man- 
power question. 


UNTAPPED LABOR 


It was felt by this committee that 
the older school students offered 
the largest source of yet-untapped 
labor for the farms this fall. Since 
the committee meetings, the pro- 
vincial government itself has taken 
this stand. 

Another question that entered 
into the alteration of the school- 
holiday question was the fact that 
in the country districts, all boys 
old enough to be of service in the 
fields had to stay out of school to 
help on their parents’ farm, and 
thus were a month or two behind 
the others, and this was unfair to 
them. By altering the holiday sea- 
son to conform to the harvesting 
eerie this trouble will be elimin- 
ated. 


SENIOR GRADES 


Suggestions from some quarters 
urged that only the senior grades 
of schools be closed, but this sug- 
gestion is not practical, because 
while some teachers were working, 
others would be free. Again, in 
country schools, if the seniors were 
out, there would not be enough 
students left to operate the schools 
properly. 

It is understood that school stu- 
dents over 16 years of age who re- 
port to National Eelective Service 
for work permits will be directed 
only to essential industries, This 
will ensure that the help of those 
affected by the change in holiday 
periods will be directed into the 
industries most in need of extra 
seasonal help. According to recent 
reports, agriculture is listed as one 
of the most important of the essen- 
tial industries.

Bullet Wounds 
Found in Body 
George Pappas 


Five bullet wounds, any of 
which could have caused death, 
were found on the body of 
George Pappas, 50-year-old Greek 
fur-buyer, according to the ver- 
dict Wednesday of a coroner's 
jury at Lac la Biche. The jury 
further found that death had 
come at the hands of a person or 
persons unknown. Or. E. A. 
Braithwaite, chief provincial cor- 
oner, presided. 

Post-mortem examination § re- 
vealed that four other bullets had 
been deflected by an eye-glass case 
in a breast pocket of the dead 
man’s coat.. All shots apparently 
were fired from the same weapon. 

Pappas, member of the town 
that district, to which he moved 
from Edmonton in 1930, after the 
council at Lac la Biche, was the 
owner of a store and two farms in 
death of his wife, whom he married 
here in 1926. 


On April 27 last, he left Lac la} 


Biche by train for Cheecham, at 
which time he stated he would be 
gone only a few days. It was his in- 
tention to leave the train at Conk- 
lin, and return on foot along the 
tracks, buying furs along the way. 
He was known to have carried con- 
siderable money on his person, and 
this was missing when his body was 
found last Saturday. 

The body, when discovered, lay 
40 feet east of the railway tracks, 
half a mile south of Chard, in a 
shallow pit covered with bush. 
Chard is about 100 miles north of 
Lac Ja Biche.

The stomach is a muscular sac or 
storage bag which does three 
things; it stores food which has 
been swallowed; it throws out gas- 
tric juice; and it originates vigorous 
churning movements which mix the 
juice through the food and finally 
push the mixture into the next part 
of the digestive tube. 

The normal healthy stomach con- 
tains hydrochloric acid, which is 
secreted in varying amounts. The 
stomach also secretes a substance 
which in the presence of acid be- 
comes pepsin. Pepsin is helpful in 
breaking up proteins, such as meat, 
into more simple materials. Rennin 
is also secreted, which has the 
power of coagulating milk. 

It is difficult to say how much 
gastric juice is thrown out by the 
average stomach in one day, but it 
probably is as much as one hundred 
tablespoons. The gastric juice is 
caused to flow by two factors; first, 
the seeing, smelling or tasting of 
food! and second, the actual pre- 
sence of food in the stomach. Un- 
pleasant feeling states due to 
worry, anxiety, dislike and so on, 
will slow up the flow of juice. 

The stomach displays a great deal 
of intelligence in regard to how 
much gastric juice it secretes for 
the different foodstuffs. This same 
intelligence is also seen when it is 
time for the different foods to leave 
the stomach. Some are allowed to 
leave fairly early, others are held 
back and kept in the stomach for a 
much longer time. 

The secretion which is the most 
active and the most acid is reserved 
| for the proteins, including meat.and 
eggs, which foods are helped to 
digest by an acid medium. The 
starches, such as bread, do not 
bring about so active a flow of gas- 
tric juice and milk excites an even

Fats seem to slow 
down the flow of juice the most of 
all, and also tend to stay in the 
stomach for a long time. 

Vegetables excite only a moder- 
ate or medium amount of acid and 
leave the stomach fairly rapidly. 

How fast the food leaves the 
stomach depends partly upon what 
kind of food it is and partly upon 
whether it is mixed with other 
foods. Starch, used alone or with 
vegetables, will pass out of the 
stomach within 3 hours, most of it 
being gone within 2 hours. When 
mixed with meat, it may stay in the 
stomach much longer. Meat stays in 
the stomach longer than starch, as 
it isi an advantage to have it acted 
upon over a longer time by the acid 
of the stomach. 

Digestion is aided by proper 
cooking of starchy foods and le- 
bumes, by the use of simple mix- 
ture, by avoiding highly seasoned 
foods, by omitting excessive water 
drinking with meals, by eating 
foods attractively prepared in a 
pleasant environment, and also by 
not worrying about the stomach. 
When you worry about your stom- 
ach the mind and emotions inter- 
fere to a certain extent with digest- 
ion; and the feelings, so to speak, 
get in the way of harmonious di- 
gestion. Sometimes the best ad- 
vice is to go ahead and eat and for- 
get all about your stomach. It 
knows what it is doing.

And Mine

Have you ever come to the table 
with a ferocious appetite only to 
have it squelched by some bad 
news heard over the radio or by 
telephone? 

If you have, you can appreciate 
the influences which scolding and 
acrimonious discussion have upon 
the children at the table. Strong 
emotions of any kind, fear, anger, 
shame, rebellion, inhibit the desire 
for food and if it is eaten it lies 
heavily in the stomach. 


Yet, the habit of scolding chil- 
dren et mealtimes no doubt is es 
eld as the custom of gathering 
around the table for meals. Chil- 
dren are so vulnerable at thet 
moment. The lure of food is ex- 
pected to keep them rooted to 
their chairs even though the im- 
pulse to escape is present. They 
are in a good position to be told 
all their faults and failings. 

The argument about nice children 
never coming to the table with 
dirty hands; or the benefits of get- 
ting there on time; these are apt 
to make the first precious moments 
at the table so much acid to the 
children. Then they are expected 
to fall to with fine appetites and 
relish all the food set before them. 

Just to talk about each spoonful 
of food and the necessity to clean 
plates and eat something of every- 
thing served, liked or disliked, in- 
spires aversion for all the foods at 
the table. 

Even if the chiid is not a personal 
target for the parents, food becomes 
nauseating when the parents enter 
into a bickering contest and show 
by angry words and contemptuous 
remarks their devotion is just a 
farce. 

It's well, when children become 
feeding problems, and come to the 
table with lagging feet and a wry- 
faced distaste for what is served, 
to listen to the talk at the family 
table. 

Does it cogsist chiefly of com- 
ments upon the children's bad man- 
ners, or their refusal to eat, or a 
rehearsal, for father’s benefit, of 
the day's misdeeds? 

If parents cannot initiate and 
sustain a cheerful patter in which 
the children can join, or a thought- 
ful discussion to which they would 
be happy to listen, then turn the 
radio on and let tuneful melodies 
spice the meal. * 

It is not always the food at the 
table which makes for poor appe- 
tites, it is the atmosphere of scold- 
ing, quarreling, warning and threats 
which prevent the child from an- 
ticipating this three-times-a-day 
ceremony with any pleasure.

LONDON, June 10,—(CP)—For- 
eign Secretary Eden said in the 
House of Commons yesterday that 
“German military leaders, like 
Nazi political leaders, will be liable 
to punishment for crimes for which 
they can be shown to be respons- 
ible against members of the United 
Nations detained against their will 


on German or German-occupied| 


territory.” 
The foreign secretary was reply- 
ing to a question. 
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Many of those discharged from 
active service could meet physical 
and other requirements for ser- 
vice in the Veterans’ Guard and 
the convention feels they should be 
so utilized where they volunteer 
for service.

In Sad Plight 


When the Axis invaded Greece 
in 1940 the people of that little 
country had little doubt as to 
what their fate would be when 
the defied the enemy, for al- 
though they had nothing but con- 
tempt for the Italian soldiers 
they well knew the power of the 
German forces. True to tradi-
